Will that item be on the agenda for next 
week’s council meeting? 

“I’m sure it will be on the agenda for 
next week’s meeting,” Edwards told The News. 
“I’m hoping it would be a reality rather than 
a possibility,” he concluded. 

Councilman Charles Corp, another Martin 
booster, did not return the call to The News. 

South Pasadena Police Chief Sam Buntyn 
said Martin’s recent resignation from South 
Pasadena will have no effect on his depart¬ 
ment’s investigation of Martin’s continuing 
to work for more cities than South Pasadena 
and Irwmdaie. The investigation centers on 
what occurred “afer the certification,” he 
says. “In order to receive the salary increase 
from South Pasadena, he certified (Dec. 31, 
1983) he had terminated with Sierra Madre 
and Temple City.” 

George Kenny, editor of the South Pasa¬ 
dena Review, says, “The paper thinks they’ve 
been going for Charlie for a long time. Martin 
grew up here and he likes South Pasadena. 
He is very strong, very knowledgeable. Last 
year he told the council he’d sever relations 
with all other cities but one. Apparently, 
Temple City has been stringing him along. 
Now the investigation is at the instigation of 
Biesek. He (Martin) has been acting city man¬ 
ager for four other cities. If that’s the case.

Although South Pasadena Police Chief 
Sam Buntyn has sent City Council records from 
that city containing information about Charles 
Martin to the Los Angeles County district 
attorney’s office, Martin contends the whole 
matter “doesn’t bother me a bit.” 

He explains, “1 had consent from the 
South Pasadena City Council to phase out 
Temple City and to represent Sierra Madre 
in the Group W issue.” 

However, not everyone whom the Sierra 
Madre News interviewed this week feels that 
casual about Martin’s dilemma. 

For about 20 years, according to Mar¬ 
tin, he has been working with several cities 
in the San Gabriel Valley in one, two or more 
of the following roles: city attorney, city man¬ 
ager, Community Redevelopment Agency 
executive director, attorney for CRA.

Martin was asked why, if there is really 
no problem, has the South Pasadena Police 
Chief delivered all the South Pasadena City

doned that ... 1 doubt that the city will ad¬ 
mit anything until they are hauled into court 
or the case is dismissed.” 

How does Kenny stand on the subject? 

“If he served other cities he goofed badly. 
But he gave this city the service he con¬ 
tracted for, he earned his money. I don’t 
think he took the money under false pre¬ 
tences. He may have breached the contract 
but I don’t think that’s a criminal offense in 
this instance.” 

South Pasadena City Councilman Robert 
Wagner is not so sure. “There has been a 
triumvirate — a party of three — who col¬ 
lectively have run and controlled the city for 
the past 10 years. They include Former Mayor 
A. L. Arnold, Charlie Martin and the South 
Pasadena Review. They used the freeway issue 
(of whether or not it would pass through South 
Pasadena) to consolidate the power and to 
keep other candidates out of office ... In his 
own contract Martin wrote, he said South 
Pasadena would be the principal place of busi¬ 
ness. South Pasadena has received approxi¬ 
mately 15% of his time for $75,000 ... In the 
last five years he may have called three to five 
staff meetings. 

“Small cities should look into retaining 
legal departments when they are needed rather 
than having someone on a fixed payroll. They 
should put it out on a bid basis. There are 
five to seven firms specializing in municipal 
law in greater L.A.” 

Wagner said he was “looking into” what 
he called a “de facto old buddy system going 
on in the San Gabriel Valley concerning 
CRAs.”

He continued, “This has been used as a 
blatant violation in many cities for the benefit 
of private developers' who obtain low interest 
rates through bond issues. In many cases small 
business and private property owners’ rights 
have been violated.” 

He said this was not true in South Pasa¬ 
dena. He believes that city councils and CRAs 
“become political when they’re one agency.” 

Sierra Madre resident Ralph Schroeder, 
who opened a discussion about Martin at last 
week’s Sierra Madre City Council meeting, 
had more to tell The News. 

“1 have problems with the whole thing. If 
he (Martin) has made a written or oral contract 
(saying he will work for only one other city), 
I think it’s just as wrong for our city and 
council to continue working with him. That’s 
what upsets me. Martin does our legal work. 
Here our city is playing a loophole game, 
so to speak. The Mayor said Martin was no 
longer employed by us as our city attorney — 
just on special assignment. I have a 12-year- 
old daughter who’s supposed to be reading the 
paper for local, national and world news. 
What I’m concerned with is the fact that our 
city seems to be saying one thing and doing 
another. (And his daughter is reading thiSsand 
wondering.) 

“I’m sure Mr. Martin is good. I’m not 
arguing that. I’m concerned about ‘business 
as usual’. That’s wrong. It doesn’t seem quite 
appropriate to work for more than two cities 
if, in fact, he agreed to work for South Pasa¬ 
dena and Irwindale only.” 

South Pasadena Mayor Ted Shaw said he 
would rather wait for any quote until after 
Wednesday evening’s meeting which was held 
last evening, after The News went to press.
